RUSSIANS REVOLT 
AND GAIN CONTROL 
OF VLADIVOSTOK 


Commander of the Ameri- 
can Forces Says That 
the Bolsheviki Have 
Nothing to Do With the 
Outbreak. 


RUSSIANS OPPOSED 
TO FOREIGN MEDDLING 


They Demand That Al- 
lies Cease to Interfere 
in Siberian Affairs—Out- 
break Will Not Delay 
Departure of United 
States Troops. 


Washington, February 3.—Another 
revolution has occurred in Vladivo- 
stok, the Siberian port through which 
the «*. ican expeditionary forces 
are being returned home. 

Major General Graves, in a mes- 
Sage d‘ted January 31, received to- 
day at the war department, report- 
ed that -the outbreak was purely 
local in character, and that the 
revolutionists were in c......1 of the 
city. 

The platform announced by the 
revolutionists, the general said, de- 
clares against civil war in Siberia 
and for the end of foreign interfer- 
ence in Siberian affairs. 

In announcing General Graves’ 
message, Secretary Bal-r said the 
revolution would not interfere with 
the departure ~of the American 
troops, which began last month. The 
Secretary said the American army 
stores in Vladivostok were not 
large, but that there was a con- 
siderah'» anantity of army material 
at Viadivostok which had been sold 
to the Russian co-operative  so- 
ciety. 

General Graves’ message said the 
crowds in the city were orderly and 
that the allied forces were patrolline 
the streets to protect innocent peo- 
ple and to prevent looting. 

General “Graves said the revolu- 
tionists had announced that no one 
would be molested unless he had 
committed an offense or crime, in 
which case he would be tried by the 
civil court. No one will be tried by 
court-martial, according to these ad- 
vices, 

The uprising, General Graves said, 
was in no way connected with the 
bolsheviki.

OPTIMISM PREVAILS 
AS CONCERNS SOUTH 


Declares in Atlanta There 
Is a Great Need for Uni- 
versal Thrift to Prevent 
Conditions Resulting 
From Price Increases.

Washington, February 3.—The 
most significant business and finan- 
cial review ever issued by the fed- 
eral reserve board is that covering 
January, 1920, eonditions, released 
tonight. It is significant not alone 
in the note of warning it sounds as 
to a wave of extravagance now 
sweeping over America, but review- 
ing. as it does, the opening month 
of the first reconstruction year, 
when practically all business had 
been reshaped to meet new post-war 
conditions, it sees danger to un- 
precedented “prosperity” in short- 
ened lending power, less easy cred- 
its, excessive prices and over-trad- 
ing. It is particularly optimistic as 
to the south, however, declaring 
all businesses are,; record 
| seasons, wi bor 
proved, aud industrial unrest large- 
ly passed, but it does specifically de- 
clare that in Atlanta there is a4 
great need for universal thrift in 
order to prevent the conditions 
which a continuous increase in the 
price of commodities will bring. 
Another significant declaration ia 
that the purchase of raw cotton has 
fallen off of late and that textile 
manufacturers are coming to the 
view that the limit of prices has 
been reached. 
The southeast, south and middle 
west districts are summarized spe- 
cifically in the following concise 
statements:

Collections were never better and 
many old accounts have been liqui- 
dated.” 
District No. 6 notes that the “pub- 
lic mind is giving more thought to 
the economic situation, and yet 
there has been little if any slacken- 
ing im the wholesale or retail trade 
during January. All lines. report 
very limited stocks on hand and new 
supplies difficult to obtain.” 

Demand and Supply. 

In district No. 7 “demand for com- 
modities outruns any possibility of 
providing ‘a supply.” The general 
volume of business in the middle 
west continues at a high level. 
Farming communitigs continue to 
enjoy the prosperity which has re- 
sulted from several years of very 
high prices. Nevertheless, there is 
running through the banking mind 
in the middle west the thought that 
“this country cannot long continue 
the extraordinary volume of foreign 
exports,” while there has been @ 
“rather liberal use of credits in alt 
lines.” 
Some districts report that an in- 
dication of a limit of buying power 
is apparently in sight. At Boston 
increases in rediscount rates are re- 
quired to check further expansion of 
unnecessary credits. In Philadel- 
phia the present situation can be 
remedied chiefly by increased pro- 
duction which is needed. In Cleve- 
land the peak of high prices has not 
yet been reached, wistle “the evil ef- 
fects of under production and labor 
unrest” are present in certain lines. 
In Richmond “universal criticism of 
the present extravagance of the 
pubile and of inefficiency in produc- 
tion” is wide, “but there is no abate- 
ment of these symptoms.” In At-

thing of that description, but that 
‘these respondents are charged with 
conspiring to aid, abet, assist and 
encourage Truman H. Newberry to 
commit an offense, to wit: The of- 
fense of expending more of his 
money than the law allows.” 

It was argued that under the 
Michigan law as long as expenses 
come within the eleven enumerated 
classes in the statute “there is no 
limit as to the amount of money a 
committee of a candidate's friends 
ean spend in his behalf.” 


The Exact Details. 


“It {s my purpose.” Mr. Murfin 
told the jurors, “to point out to you 
in exact detail everything that was 
done by anybody connected with 
this campaign in order that you 
may understand it in its Infinite de- 
tail. The campaign was unusually 
hot and in. analyzing and consider- 
ing what these respondents did, the 
atmosphere under which they did 
it should be considered. 

“Our country was at war; as the 
campaign began to liven up we had 
just passed our first year of par- 
ticipation. 

‘The records will show that Mich- 
igwan sent to this war 150,000 young 
men in the army, navy and marine 
eorpr;: they left behind them fathers, 
relatives and friends. Americanism 


their crest. 

“While there had been rumors fn 
Michigan that Henry Ford would 
be a candidate for the senate, his 
candidacy was actually announced 
on June 14, 1918. 

“Rightly or wrongly—and this is 
neither the time nor the place to 
discuss it—there was a very general 
feeling that Mr. Ford did not repre- 
sent the type of American who, at 
that critical juncture should repre- 
sent his state in the United States 
senate. 


Remembered Ford's Course. 


“Rightly or wrongly, many people 
remembered his campaign against 
military preparedness. Many people 
remembered his well-meant, mis- 
guided efforts to bring about what 
now appears would have been a 
German peace. Many people were 
bitter over the fact that he was not 
active ih the war and that none of 
his family had become active in the 
war. 

“On the other hand, Commander 
Newberry had had an honorable 
‘record in the Spanish-American war. 
He had been secretary of the navy 
in the cabinet of Theodore Roose- 


velt. 

“Within 48 hours after our coun- 
try threatened to enter the world 
war, he volunteered. His brother 
and his two sons were also in mili- 
tary service. 

“This combination of 
stances rotised many Americans in 
Michigan to the firm belief that it 
was their patriotic duty to do all 
in their power to assure the election 
of Commander Newberry and we 
expect to conclusively show they 
were prompted not by pay but by 
patriotism—they were actuated not 
by avarice but by Americanism. 


Newberry Reluctant to Run. 


“Getting into this campaign was 
not of the choosing of Commander 
Newberry, and he entered with the 
utmost reluctance and only after 
repeated urging. He stipulated that 
he could not leave his duties: that 
he could not be active and that he 
could not contribute one dollar to 
this movement. This determination 
not to be active nor to contribute 
one cent was religiously adhered to 
by him from the beginning to the 
end, and the proof will positively 
show that not one dollar of his 
money was ever handled by anyone. 

“The organization that was subse- 
quently built up under the super- 
vision of Mr. Paul King was un- 
doubtedly the most perfect political 
organization ever put together. 
With a few conspicuous exceptions 
every township, hamlet and city in 
the state was organized. The com- 
mander was running against the 
best-advertised man in America. It 
was indispensably necessary, in the 
judgment of these respondents in 
principal charge of the campaign, 
that his qualifications be given the 
widest publicity. A general adver- 
tising campaign of newspapers, cir- 
culars, pamphlets and similar de- 
vices was organized, in charge of 
the most skillful publicity men, who 
could be found—who did their work 
thoroughly and with absolute hon- 
esty.” , 

From this point the attorney told 
the jury in detail the connection of 
most of respondents with the case. 

Mr. Murfin exempted from the 
payrool of the organization. Frank 
Blair, treasurer; KE. V. Chilson, head 
of the speaker's bureau, and Allan 
A. Templeton, president of the De- 
troit board of commerce. 

Hie said Samuel O'’Dell’s connec- 
tion with the organization was lim- 
ited to suggesting the effort to get 
James W. Helme to run against 
Ford in the democratic primary, 
“the sole object being to keep dem- 
ocratic votes away from republican 
primary.” He asserted that Helme 
never received a cent, and added: 

‘The evidence will satisfy you 
that he was ‘worked to run.” 


Mr. Murfin acknowledged that as 
a part of this scheme, which he 
described as “interesting but sim- 
ple,,”” William Mickel, of Oskosh, 
Wis., formerly of Grand Rapids, adn 
the other democratic defendant, was 
hired to help carry it out. 

Mr. Murfin asserted that the bat- 
tleship film which Mr. Dailey de- 
scribed at length yesterday was not 
intended to deceive the peopie of 
Michigan and that it bore a label 
reading: 

“The only battleship on dry land.” 

He denied that the film had been 
shown to paying audiences and as- 
serted that the only time Roger 
Andrews spoke in connection with 
it was at an open air meeting in 
Henomee. He said Andrews com- 


missioned Dewitt Brown to hire the 
hall for this meeting and afterward 
gave him the money to pay for It, 
but that Brown had no other con- 
nection with the campaign. 

Mr. Murfin named numerous oth- 
er defendants es having had equally 
small parts, men who, he _ sald, 
never handled a dollar, never wrote 
a letter, never made a speech,” 

As a Personal Favor. 

He said George S. Ladd, of Stru- 
bridge, Mass., “entered the cam- 
paign as a personal favor to Hora- 
tio S. Earle, who had met him sev- 
eral years before in connection with 
a good roads campaign In Detroit.”

Woman Is Charged 


With Counterfeiting 
Pleads Necessity 


Mrs, Farrelathey May, a comely 
young matron, who gave her age as 
30, and who lives at No. 2 Keenan 
avenue, Was arrested at the house 
by detectives C. O. Cochran and E. L. 
Arthur, late yesterday afternoon and 
lodged behind the bars at police 
station, pending federal charges of 
counterfeiting which will be issued, 
accusing her of raising and mutilat- 
ing currency.

According to the officers, the 
woman then made a full and com- 
plete confession, assuming entire re- 
sponsibility, exonerating her hus- 
band and child and corroborating 
the statement of both.

WASHBURN DENIES 
WAGNER CHARGES 


New York, February 3.—Frank 5S. 
Washburn, president of the Ameri- 
can Cyanamid company, in a state- 
ment issued here tonight, declared 
that the report filed by Colonel H. 
Wagner, of the government nitrate 
plant at Muscle Shoals “was evi- 
dently made one year ago.” Mr. 
Washburn deciared that’ Colonel 
Wagner had apparently’ since 
changed his mind, and as_ proof 
quoted an extract from an article 
which he said the colonel! contribut- 
ed to The Manufacturers Record 
last November. The extract read: 

“The operation of this plant more 
than met expectations, with the ex- 
ception of some few minor details 
which can readily be corrected, and 
at the time it was ordered closed 
down the plant was producing’ ni- 
trate at a rate somewhat beyond 
its unit capacities.” 

Mr. Washburn asserted that Colo- 
nel Wagner was “at loggerheads 
with his corporation and with the 
construction division of the army 
which supervised the construction 
of the plant. He further charged 
that when Colonel Wagner went to 
Muscle Shoals as chief operating of- 
ficer for the government he, an- 
nounced that he had come there “to 
put air nitrates corporation off the 
job.” The president of the Cyan- 
amid company continued: 

“So far as I know no officer of 
the corporation ever had any con- 
nection with Tammany Hall, though 
six or seven of our non-technical 
employes served New York under 
the late John Purroy Mitchell. 

“In spite of Col. Wagner’s nervous 
condition we never tried but once to 
have him removed and that was 
when the publication was permitted 
by ordnance officials in a techni- 
cal chemical journal of the confi- 
dential data connected with the 
making of cyanamid, which infor- 
mation the government had con- 
tracted to protect. 

“The charge of loose accounting 
is simply ridiculous.

SWAPPED BABY’ CASE

It is understood these relatives will 
be used in establishing certain fea- 
tures of heredity, peculiar to the 
two families.

Washington, February 3.—A Dill 
of sweeping nation-wide military 


importance was introduced by Sena- 


tor Harris, of Georgia, today. In 
a word it provides for doubling the 
student personnel at the West Point 
Military academ:, thereby doubling 
the annual output of young offi- 
cers. It provides the same method 
of appointment as at present each 
representative ingthe house having 
four annual appointments instead of 
two, and each senator having four 
from the state at large instead of 
two. It correspondingly increases 
the presidential appointments from 
the nation at large, and miakes it 
mandatory that forty of the latter 
shall be selected from honor grad- 
uates of military institutions. 

The measure is popular in both 
branches of congress and its pas- 
sage is not improbable. 

In the event of its enactment, 
while the bill does not speculate, 
the government will use Camp Ber- 
ning in Georgia as an auxiliary to 
West Point, thus permitting the ca- 
det personnel to be practically 
equally divided between the two 
training schools at all times.

Harold Hirsch Named City 
Chairman. for Campaign of 
{ Jewish War Relief. 


Organization of Atjanta Jews for 
the Jewish war relief campaign, 


which begins February 22 for one 
week, is being perfected under the 
leadership of Attorney . Harold 
Hirsch, city chairman. Mr. Hirsch 
was elected at a meeting in the 
Standard club, when committees 
were appofnted representing every 
religious, social and philanthropic 
organization of Atlanta. 

A mass meeting is scheduled at 
the Grand on the evening of Feb- 
ruary 22, when several prominent 
speakers will deliver addresses. 
Those who have been invited to at- 
tend the meeting are Louie Marshal, 
of New York, of the American Jew- 
ish relief committee, who represent- 
ed the American Jewish congress 
before the peace conferne and ob- 
tained minority rights for the Eu- 
ropéan Jews: Julius Rosenwald, 
head of Sears, Roebuck & Co., and 
head of the government price-fixing 
committee during the war, and Ja- 
cob Billikoff, of Philadelphia, direc- 
tor of the Jewish charities and who 
as head of the Jewish war relief 
committee raised more than $25,000,- 
000 among the Jews alone. Nathan 
Straus, the Georgia philanthropist, 
is also expected to be present. 

The same reason that made Pres- 
ident Wilson appeal to‘congress for 
funds to loan to Poland, Armenia 
and other countries in eastern Eu- 
rope and the Near East are those 
which actuate the campaign for the 
Jewish war relief fund, which will 
be held in Georgia the week of Feb- 
ruary 29, according to VY. H. Krieg- 
shaber, Georgia state chairman. 

The campaign is caused by ur- 
gent demands for funds issued by 
the joint distribution committee, the 
Jewish disbursing agency that is 
co-operating with the Hoover mis- 
Sion and other United States gov- 
ernment approved agencies in feed- 
ing the starving population of east- 
ern Europe and Palestine. 

Attorney Harold Hirsch fs chair- 
man of the campaign in the city of 
Atlanta, and the campaign is being 
directed by Fred Ruslander, a news- 
paper editor and war correspondent 
who for nearly a year has been do- 
nating his services to the Jewish 
war relief committees which are 
collecting the funds.

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FLU’ CASES SCORED 
City Health Officer to Pros- 


ecute Doctors Who Dis- 
regard Law. 


Prosecution for Atlanta physicians 
who violated the law by failure to 
report influenza cases was threat- 
ened Tuesday by Dr. J. P. Ken- 
nedy, city health officer. 

“Not one-half of the doctors in 
Atlanta are reporting cases of in- 
fluenze; which they are called to 


attend,” said Dr. Kennedy, “and if 
anybody will report a case of in- 
fluenza to me which has been at- 
tended by a physician and no report 
of the disease made to this office, 
I will take great pleasure in mak- 
ing a case against him in recorder’s 
court.” one 

There were 133 new cases of “flu” 
reported to the city health authori- 
ties Tuesday and Dr. Kennedy be- 
lieves there were fully as many 
more -unreported. | 

Precautionary Warning. 

The number has become so nu- 
merous in the city that Dr. Kenne- 
dy issued a precautionary warning 
Tuesday. 

He requested officials of the 
street car company to ventilate al] 
of their cars and to keep the ven- 
tilation as thorough as possible at 
all times, and\he made a similar 
request of the nagers of the the- 
aters and moving picture houses, 
and proprietors of other places 
where people congregate. 

This action, stated Dr. Kennedy, 
would be in no wise compulsory, 
since he believed that he would be 
accorded the utmost co-operation, 
past experience during an epidemic 
having proved that this is most ben- 
efigial in operating against its fur- 
ther spread. 


No Alarm Felt. 


Even though taking these meas- 
ures of precaution Dr, Kennedy still 
does not view the situation with 
alarm. No need for asking the sus- 
pension of church gatherings has 
yet become apparent, he said, nei- 
ther is there cause for apprehension 
as to the schools. “ 

Speaking of the ordinance govern- 
ing reports by physicians of com- 
municable diseases, Dr. Kennedy as- 
serted that there is no excuse for; 
failure to comply with it. He said 
that the government supplies his 
office with blank cards for this 
purpose obtainable by any physi-

At City Stockade 


A rainy day at the stockade. 

One might imagine that this 
would mean a day of rest, when 
the prisoners would be glad of a 
day off and enjoy quiet indoor 
sports. 

But not so, not at least on the 
very rainy day Tuesday. Superin- 
tendent Tom Lanford had to resort 
to the expediency of having four 
white convicts arraigned in the po- 
lice court in order to punish them 
for creating a small sized riot at 
the stockade. It was all on ac- 
count of the rainy day. The con- 
victs could not be sent out to work 
on the streets and they began to 
cause what Darktown calls a “rough 
house.” 

There was fighting and _ there 
was cursing. There was a smash- 
ing of furniture and there was 
breaking of glass. 

As is now well-known to every 
person who visits the city stock- 
ade, the “strap” has been abolished 
as a means of punishment among 
the convicts. That might have been 
one reason why there was such a 
disquieting rainy day at the stock- 
ade. 

The four white convicts arraigned 
in the police court weré H. T. Fin- 
ley, Bob Franklin, Linwood Nelms 
and James lL. Griffin. They had 
been tried at a former session of 
the court and sent to the stockade 
because they could not pay fines for 
idling and loafing about the city 
and steeping at night in the Termi- 


nal station. The guards testified 
that there has been much disorder 
at the stockade and they believed 
the four prisoners were the ring 
leaders. 

Bob Franklin and Finley stated 
that they were alone to blame for 
the row and that Nelms and Griffin 
had had nothing to do with it. The 
cases against Griffin and Nelms 
were dismissed, and Finley and 
Franklin were § fined $11 each, 
which means that they will have 
to serve an extra days the 
stockade.

GRAND JURY CON 


FAIRBURN BANK ‘CASE: 


Auditot Martin Is Witness 
Before Campbell County 
Jurors. 


After the disqualification of six 
grand jurors because of their re- 
lation to the defendant, or. because 
of their connection with the Fair- 


burn Banking company, the Camp- 
bell county grand jury on Tuesday 
morning began their consideration 
of the charges against illiam 
Green former vice president of the 
banking company, who is alleged to 
have embezzled a large sum of 
money belonging to the institution. 

Several witnesses appeared before 
the grand jury on Monday, but the 
testimony was not entirely com- 
pleted, and the jury will again take 
the matter under advisement this 
morning. It is expected that the 
jurors will reach some concligsion 
either Wednesday or Thursday 
morning. 


Auditor Gives Testimony. 


W. O. Martin, who audited the 
books of the bank and reported a 
shortage of $105,000 in the accounts, 
was one of the chief witnesses to 
appear before the grand jury. 
Others who are said to have been 
summoned to deliver testimony are 
John Byington, the head of. the 
credit department of J. P. Allen & 
Co., where Mrs. Catherine Brad- 
street, jointly charged with Green, 
is said to have had a large account; 
Clarence Belle Isle, of the Georgian 
Terrace garage, where the woman 
stored her expensive cars; George 
Edmonson, the cashier of the Fair- 
burn bank and H. O. Stevens, of 
Fairburn, who is saia to have been 
the first person on the scene of 
the robbery and the burning of the 
bank after their occurence om a 
night of last October. 

It is said that G. P. Green, a 
brother of the defendant, was the 
first man called on the grand jury 
list for the week. 

Want New’ Audit. 

Solicitor General George M. Nap- 
ier is conducting’ the investigation 
for the state, and the session of the 
superior court, which the grand 
jury precedes will be presided over 
by Judge John B. Hutcheson, of the 
Stone Mountain circuit. 

If Green is indicted, say his at- 
torneys, H. A, Allen and George 
Westmoreland, of Atlanta, and L. S. 
Camp, of Fairburn, a new petition 
for a new audit of the bank’s books 
will be made by them for the de- 
fendant. A petition of this sort was 
put before Judge Hutcheson several 
weeks ago, but was not granted. 
Judge Hutcheson ruled in that case 
that he had no jurisdiction that per- 
mitted him to act in the matter at 
that stage, but said that such juris- 
diction would probably be his after 
indictment of Green, if such was 
returned.

with. From Minneapolis, however, 
it is reported that the outlook is 
good. The western half of the dis- 
trict has been covered by a good 
blanket of snow which kas disap- 


peared under warm winds, but most 
of the moisture has gone into the 
ground. Conditions in the. eastern 
patr of the district are very favora- 
ble to winter wheat and rye, and 
while the seed wheat situation 
seems likely to give some concern, 
much of the available seed being 
of doubtful germinating quality. it 
is believed that the shortage will 
not be really acute. In the St. 
Louls district winter wheat acreage 
has been materially reduced as com- 
pared with last year. which, how- 
ever, was unusually large. In parts 
of the district the crop has been 
damaged by excessive rains and 
sleet. An average yield in tobacco 
is expected and about one-quarter 
of the last cotton crop is still un- 
picked. In Kansas City the winter 
wheat area has likewise been re- 
duced, being about 16,500,000 acres. 
as compared with 20,939,000 a year 
ago, a reduction of 20.6 per cent. 
There is a tendency on the part of 
farmers to get back to normal crop 
growing. The movement of grain 
to the markets has been in satis- 
factory volume. On the Pacific coast 
heavy snows and cold weather in 
the nortitwest has brought live 
stock off in thé ranges and forced 
early winter feeding. Winter wheat 
has been undamaged by the cold 
and the heavy snows have increased 
the moisture content of the soil. 
Fruit trees have suffered some 
damage. A large movement of 
canned goods and other products is 
in progress. ‘ 
Live Steck Situation, 

As regards the live stock situa- 
tion, receipts of eattle at 15 pri- 
mary markets during December are 
reported as 1,650,315 head, corre- 
spondingly to an index number of 
164, as compared with 2,046,664 head 
during November, and 1,706 045 head 
during December, 1918, the respec- 
iy index numbers being 203 and 

Cotton textile mills are running 
to capacity and in some instances 
are sold through June and are ac- 
cepting contracts for as late as 
September in the New England dis- 
trict.

“While Admiral Sims recommerd- 
ed young officers who served well 
in minor posts for distinguished 
service medals, and every other 
flag officer under his command for 
the same honor,” said Mr. Daniels, 
“he omited that distinguished ad- 
miral whe commanded all American 
naval forces off the French coast, 
Admiral * Wilson, now commander- 
in-chief of the Atlantic fleet. 

“When the history of the war is 
written, Admiral Wilson's service 
will stand as high as that of Sims, 
Mayo, Benson or Rodman.” 

When it was decided to appoint 
Admiral Wilson commander-in- 
chief of the Atlantic fleet, Secre- 
tary Daniels’ attention to the “trou- 
‘Charac- 
terizing the contemplated appoint- 
ment as a “very grave mistake, 
indeed,” the letter called Secre- 
tary Daniels’ attention to the “trou- 
ble Admiral Wilson gave me in 
the diecharge of my duties.” . 

“T attempted to correct it by per- 
sonal letters,” Admiral Sims’ Jetter 
said. “Admiral Wilson criticised 
not only this organization, but me 
personally, including that most de- 
structive of all criticisms, the im- 
pugning of motives.” 

His “Everything.” 

ecretary Daniels appeared before 
the committee to answer criticisms 
of Admiral-Sims and other officers 
of the manner in which naval deco- 
rations were awarded.

The Navy and Fighting. 

Referring to the record of Ad 
miral Sims’ testimony before the 
subcommittee, Secretary Daniels 
said: 

“Admiral Sim says our navy 
was not in this war in a fighting 
sense. We were acting as motor 
lorries behind the army except that 
we were on the water. There was 
no fighting on — sea.” 

fighting on the sea. 
mutt” ‘Admiral Sims had told the 
men on our vessels operating in the 
war that they were not really 
fighting and that their ships were 
only ‘motor lorries,’ he would have 
had a revolt in his own command. 
The crews of our destroyers and 
patrol craft constantly hunting and 
eften attacking submarines, thought 
they were fighting. The armed 
guards on American merchant ves- 
sels which repelled numerous at- 
tacks thought they were fighting 
when they kept their guns firing 
at the enemy while shells rained 
around them. The crews of the 
staunch little subchasers had an 
idea they were fighting—and fight- 
ing pretty well—when they led the 
attack on Durazzo, cleared mines 
from the path of big warships and, 
under héavy fire from the Austrian 
forts, sent down two submarines. 

Secretary Daniels said a document 
issued from Admiral Sims’ own 
headquarters in London, entitled, 
“a Summary of the Activities of 
United States Naval Forces, Operat- 
ing in European Waters,” contain- 
ing accounts of over 250 attacks by 
United States naval vessels. He 
added that the records of the armed 
guard section contained accounts 
of 227 encounters between American 
merchantmen and German subma- 
rines. In-139 cases the attacks were 
successfully combated. 

‘ Direct Issue With Sims. 


Taking up the contentions of 
Admiral William S. ‘Sims in 
the matter of nayal medal awards 
point by point, Secretary Daniels 
took direct and emphatic issue with 
the admiral. Flanked by voluminous 
records from the navy department, 
the secretary went into detail in 
explaining changes he made in con- 
ferring decorations as recommended 
by the commanding officers of the 
navy and by the Raigat board of 
medal awards. 

The navy secretary outlined to 
the committee the two chief differ- 
ences between his views and the 
views held by Admiral Sims in the 
awarding of medals. These were at 
variance as to the importance of 
service men at sea compared with 
service on shore, and differences on 
the question of whether a distin- 
guished service medal should be 
awarded under any,circumstances to 
a commander of a ship sunk or se- 


riously damaged by enemy subma- |. 


rines or mines. 
“Asserting that Admiral Sims 
hi on shore duty both in the 
Spanish-American and World War 


tluenced .by. his.own. record.“ 
ures were presented by Mr. Dan- 
els showing‘ that during the last 
25. vears Admiral, Sims had served 
about 16 years on shore duty and 
mine years at sea. a 
No Sea Trips for Sims, 
“So rarely did he take a sea 
trip,” said the secretary, referring 
to the admiral’s work as command- 


‘€r of the United States naval forces 


in European waters, “that in his 
book he tells a story of one of 
the few times he was afloat, going 
then with the British admiral who 
had been placed by Admiral 
Sims in command of the American 
destroyers based on Queenstown.” 

As justifying his contention that 
individual duties ashore are nec- 
essarily of secondary importance to 
duties afloat, Mr. Daniels asserted: 

“On shore a man decides impor- 
tant questions in the quiet of office 
surroundings with time to weigh 
the pros and cons and if he makes 
a mistake his error or decision is 
not immediately followed by disas- 
trous results. At sea, particularly 
in submarine warfare, the com- 
mander, like all his men, is in im- 
minent peril of death. He must 
make momentous decisions in the 
flash of a single moment, often 
when his ship has been attacked, and 
when coolness and poise are neces- 
Sary to save the lives of scores and 
hundreds of men. A mistake in this 
emergency is fatal to an officer in 
command at sea.” 

With this as an impelling reason 
the secretary said he disapproved 
of the disparity between honors to 
men ashore and afloat as recom- 
mended by the knight board and ac- 
cordingly reduced or eliminated a 
number of awards for shore service. 


Officers Who Lost Ships. 


In support of his contention that 
a commander of a ship sunk or dam- 
aged by submarine attack was en- 
titled to a medal if he showed prop- 
er qualifications, even though the 
ship was unable to combat tne sub- 
marine, Secretary Daniels cited nu- 
merous examples in American naval 
history and also pointed to instances 
of such awards by the French gov- 
ernment during the World War. 
American naval history, he told the 
committee, was filled with prece- 
dents upholding his action in award- 
ing the distinguished service med- 
als to commanders of ships sunk 
by submarine or mines. 

“In the stiletto attack of sum- 
marine warfare,” said Mr. Daniels, 
“it is not the fact that a man 
strikes or 1s struck that tests true 
mettle and. true naval leadership. 
The question is: Does he play the 
part of the man, with chivalry and 
thought only of others and of his 
country? And has he by prepara- 
tion and foresight done all that is 
possible to meet any and every 
emergncy? And when he faces a 
court of his brother officers, do 
they find that he has measured up 
in the terrible ordeal to the high 
naval traditions? Admirals Mayo 
and Glaves and Vice Admiral Grant 
recommending commanding officers 
under them for distinguished serv- 
ice medals who displayed these high 
qualities when their ships, struck 
by mines or torpedoes were sunk or 
damaged. The board of awards ap- 
proved their recommendations. The 
greatest thing that a man ever does 
in this world is to turn a stumbling 
block into a stepping stone. If med- 
als are not given for this sort of 
noble courage and coolness and di- 
rection in supreme danger, what on 
earth are they designed for? 

Enlisted Men and Medals. 

Referring to Admiral Sims’ state- 
ment that he had not recommended 
any enlisted men for medals We- 
cause “we had nothing to give 
them,” the secretary called the com- 
mittee’s attention to the act creat- 
ing the’awards which he said made 
no distinctidbn between an admiral, 
captain and enlisted man. : 

“It is the service he renders, the 
service in peril, and not his rank 
that counts,” he added. “There are 
occasions when a ship is threatened 
with distruction and when for the 
moment, its safety and protection 
depends on an enlisted man and he 
is then in a ‘position of great re- 
sponsibility,’ and if he performs his 
duties at that moment with courage 
and devotion, he is fully entitled 
to the recognition of his conduct by 
the distinguished service medal.” 

Referring to the bestowal of that 
medal on Admiral Benson, because 
of his services as chief of naval 
operations, Mr. Daniels declared he 
would give the same medal “that 
goes to that great and distinguished 
officer to the humblest sailor lad, 
who, when placed in a position of 
great responsibility in a time that 
tested the stuff of which a man is 
made, met the demands of those 
duties and placed his life in jeop- 
ardy in order that his ship and the 
lives of others might be preserwed.” 

With that in mind, he ordered 
further study of navy records when 
he found that only 119 enlisted men 
of the 500,000 in the navy during 


the war had been recommended for 
any high honor, he explained. As 
the result of this study as yet un- 
complete he said thirteen additiunal 


enlisted men were awarded the dis- 


tinguished service medal and _ 68 
more men were put on the list for 
nayv crosses. : 

Navy Morale Not Ruined. 

Emphatig denial was made by the 
secretary of Admiral Sims’ state- 
ment that: the policy followed in 
awarding ‘‘medals’ had “shot to 
pieces” the navy’s morale. 

“It is an insult to the splendid men. 
of the navy to say that the morale 
of the service could be seriously 
impaired by any quéstion of awards 
to individuals,” the secretary said 
on that point. “They are made of 
sterner stuff than t» be rattled by 
a matter so unimportant in com- 
parison With their devotion to their 
duties. Their loyalty is in no sense 
dependent upon medals.” 

Explaining Admiral Sims’ me.ition 
of a message from the secretary 
asking what recommendation had 
been made for “Bagley (Mr. Daniels’ 
brether-in-law) and other officers 
of the Jacob Jones and other de- 
stroyers that were attacked.” Mr. 
Daniels said the note was written 
late one afternoon after all officers 
in charge of reports had left the 
department and was written as the 
easiest way of getting the informa- 
tion. There was not at that time 
and never has been, Mr. Daniels de- 
clared, and question of favoritism 
or relationship in the matter of his 
elations with Commander Bagley. 

Mr. Daniels said he had no criti- 
cism of the work of the board of 
awards headed by . Rear Admizal 
Austin M. Knight and that its rec- 
ommendations were faithfully mate 
on the basis of the meagre informa- 
tion in its possession.

DON’T START! 

Awaiting summons to the electric 
chair a few nights ago, Gordon 
Fawcett Hamby called the warden 
to him in the Sing Sing death- 
house and remarked: 

“Once you start you can never 
stop in a career of crime.” 

Here are words that should be 
pondered deeply by every one who 
may be tempted to commit a wrong. 

A little later in the night Hamby 
was executed. He died, admittedly 
deserving death for his many 
crimes, but, as he had always lived, 
without evincing a trace of fear. 

He was a man of exceptional 
courage and of unusual strength of 
mind; but he was~a crimiral, ac- 
knowledged his guilt, and even 
went to the extraordinary length of 
opposing any effort either tq lessen 
the penalty imposed by the court 
or to postpone its execution. 

It is useless, of course, to specu- 
late upon what this man might 
have accomplished for good in the 
world had his remarkable latent 
talents, self-possession and _  re- 
sourcefulness been directed other- 
wise than tocrime. That never can 
be known, because his original 
capabilities to do good were never 
given a chance. He selected what 
seemed to be the easiest way to get 
along in the world—and paid the 
ghastly penalty, steady-nerved and 
even smiling! 

Hamby will be, and should be, 
forgotten, like a weed that fs pulled 
frory among the wholesome plants 
in the garden. 

But “once you start you can 
never stop in a career of crime” 
should be impressed upon the pub- 


bly that it can never be erased. 

Many a misguided youth has 
gone wrong, just as Hamby went 
wrong, because he failed to con- 
sider the serious and the dark pos- 
sibilities that lay in his first offense 
against the laws of society; and be- 
cause he failed to consider that 
crime, like thirst for alcoholic 
drink, 1s satisfied only by more 
and more gratifi-ation of itself.

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Weakening of American Influence ~ 
Is Seen in Defeat of Clemenceau 


By Frank H. Simonds, 

Two questions naturally interest 
the Washington world as a result 
of the unexpected political develop- 
ments in France. These questions 
are—first, why was Clemenceau de- 
feated, and second, what. will the 
new “crew” do? 

The defeat of Clemenceau sug- 
gests the American parallel of the 
defeat of Theodore Roosevelt in the 
republican national convention of 
1912. At the election polls Roose- 
velt was the choice of the repub- 
lican voters, but in the convention 
his fate was decided by precisely 
those politicians who. had been his 
enemies in the past, and who suf- 
fered most at his hands. : 

At “Versailles, Clemenceau’s can- 
didacy was passed upon by a body 
made up in large part of those men 
who had been his political and per- 
sonal opponents for half a century. 
Deschanel has porne the marks of 
Clemenceau'’s own sword on his own 
face, and there are not a few oth- 
ers who bear Clemenceau’s stamp, 
physical or verbal. Nowhere else 
could Clemenceau have been  s0 
weak. 

/ But there was a second feature, 
had the United States senate rati- 
fied the treaty of alliance with 
Great Britain and France, for the 
guarantee of the French frontier 


against Germany, Clemenceau would 
have been triumphantly’ elected, 
even at Versailles. The fatal cir- 
cumstance which cost him the elec- 
tion was the widespread feeling 
that he had failed to obtain from 
the British and from the Americans 
those guarantees which were essen- 
tial to French safety. There was a 
feeling that he had been unduly 
pliant in the pressure of Lloyd- 
George and President Wilson, and 
that aS a consequence France had 
fared less well in the peace confer- 
ence than was her due. 


Tide of Conservatism. 
As to the “crew,” it is essential to 
recognize at the outset that the 
most powerful tide in French af- 


fairs is now running in the con- 
servative direction. In Great Brit- 
ain and in Italy labor and socialist 
parties are respectively gaining in 
number and in influence, but in 
France, as in the United States, the 
exact opposite is the case. 

In the new administration the 
man elected president could hardly 
have more influence than his imme- 
diate predecessor. Deschanel will 
not be as important a figure as 
Millerand, who succeeds Clemen- 
ceau, and it is worth noting was 
Clemenceau’s own selection. From 
a Millerand ministry we may ex- 
pect a sane domestic policy, the ab- 
sence of anti-clerical passion, which 
might do fatal injury to the French 
cause in Alsace-Lorraine. We may 
expect an earnest and intelligent at- 
tempt to rescue France, by encour- 


aging Krenchmen to go back to 
everyday work. 

But it is idle ta suppose that we 
shall have any less determined ad- 
vocacy of French interests, or a less 
aggressive assertion of French pol- 
icy than we have had during the 
rule of Clemenceau. There is no 
blinking the fact that the mass of 
Frenchmen feel that France has 
come out of the war on the whole 
very badly, that grave mistakes 
have been made which must be 
cured. In a word, the new ministry 
and the new president elected may 
be expected to adopt a strong na- 
tional program and assert an in- 
dependence of allies which Clemen- 
ceau never ventured to indulge in. 


Failed in Conference. 
Bolshevism and socialism were 
decidedly defeated in Frané¢e in the 
last election; nationalism and con- 


servatism were victors. The new 
president and the new ministry rep- 
resent the antithesis of internation- 
alism and radicalism. 


Clemenceau’s weakness in his 
own country grew out of the fact 
that while the nation regognized the 


magnitude of his services during 
the war, conceded that he saved the 
nation and the allied cause, they be- 
lieved that in the peace conference 
he failed from the French point of 
view, because he yielded too com- 
pletely to British and American in- 
fluences. More than ali else, this 
explains his defeat for president; 
since it was felt that as president 
he would, because of his prestige 
and personality, continue to exer- 
cise a decisive influence upon 
French relations with foreign na- 
tions. 

As to Clemenceau himself, there 
can be no mistaking the fact that 
he is glad to lay down the great 
burden. He was candidate for the 
presidency only because his asso- 
ciates assured him it was a patriot- 
ic duty, and from the outset he 
stipulated that he would accept 
election only if it were by acclama- 
tion. No Frenchman in all the long 
and brilliant history of the nation 
has deserved more of his country in 
enduring old gratitude and affec- 
tion; but although this is the case, 
and ‘despite the fact that petty po- 
litical policies contributed to his de- 
feat at Versailles, it must be recog- 
nized that the ultimate explanation 
of the defeat will be found in the 
French belief that Clemenceau was 
less successful in making peace 
than in making war, and _e that 
French interests demanded a new 
and more vigorous hand. 

We shall therefore have to ex- 
pect, if not any sudden break with 
the recent past, a steadily increas- 
ing vigor in the maintenance of 
French interests against British 
ideas, and even against American 
policies, if President Wilson shall 
again exercise the influence and de. 
fend the purposes of his past cam- 


paign.

The Perceptive Person.

their hands, but how much of the 
sum can they call their own? You 
and I may be one of these pin- 
cushions or paying tellers. Pins and 
dollars go into and out of us, but 
what Oo we get out of the af- 
fair? 

People are pincushions when they 
are simply receptive. There are 
ideas enough in the world, more 


than man can use fer years to 
come. The stock of ideas in the 
world is comparable to the timber 
in our forests, except that men are 
more likely to fell and trim trees 
than they are to haul the timber 
of » ‘eta out of the forest of the 
mind. 


The receptive pincushion has 


ideas pushed into and drawn out of 
it, but the net result is not more 
than the pinhole. Of the ideas 
which guide the nation and the 
race, how many have you originat- 
ed, how many have you made your 
own? Have you been anything 
more than the silent, receptive pin- 
cushion? 

The pincushion brain is a failure 
because it does not resist the pin- 
point, because it fails,to respond to 
the prick of the pin. If it were the 
custom to stick the pins into our 
several skins, we should not be so 
apathetic about the pin-pushing 
process. But to have ideas jammed 
into your receptive brain is just as 
unfair and cruel as it would be 
were the real pins thrust into your 
real skin. Your skin would be wise 
enough to resist. 

“A man is of value in proportion 
to his power to resist life,” says 


Maxim Gorky. Those who have 
neither the will nor the.power to 
resist life as life is ever thrust 
upon them are the pincushions of 
the human race.

country, in the press, by John A. Manget as being 
rank profiteers in our prescription departments. 


The charge was so absurdly false and made 
under such conditions as to arouse our suspicions 
as to his ability. 


Without jurisdiction to fix the price of drugs, 
he haled us before the committee. Before any in- 
vestigation had been made of the facts, he de- 
nounced us, in substance, as preying upon the sick 
and reaping untold harvests in our prescription de- 
partments.

The matter, when it was finally reached, and 
after days of public denunciation, was referred to a 
subcommittee of one, who was a competent drug- 
gist, and who could comprehend the facts. We 
rejoiced in this. We met with him, got up the de- 
tailed figures with reference to our prescription 
business, its conduct and the results. We not only 
did this as to the prescription business in Atlanta, 
but elsewhere. All this was formally submitted to 
the main committee through this subcommittee- 
man. : 


Where Is the Fairness, Mr. Manget? 
In place of Manget dealing with this fairly or 
justly as a judge; instead of considering it, attempt- 
ing to understand it, to gain some information with 


_ reference to the conduct of a business of which he 


was childishly ignorant, he caused this report to 
be wholly disregarded, and appointed a new sub- 
committee to deal with the matter. 


We wondered why all this had happened. The 
drug business is one of the most complicated known 
to mankind. Manget had never compounded a 
prescription or sold a drug in his life, so far as we 
could tell. We, who had spent years in the busi- 
ness, did know that his charge was ridiculous; we 
could not comprehend why, as a judge, he should 
assume jurisdiction of a tremendous subject-mat- 
ter that was denied him by the Act of Congress;

Bewilderment Is Feeling 
Prevailing on Wall Street 


‘ Sy R. L. Barnum. 
| (The Constitution-Philadelphia Publie Ledger Service—Copyright, 1920.) 

New York, February 3.—Wall street’s prevailing feeling today was 
one of bewilderment. People could not understand why prices should 
continue to decliné on a market that was regarded as thoroughly liqui- 
dated. They could not see the outcome of the money situation, with 
call loans again soaring to the dizzy height of 14 per cent. What the 
result of the continued decline in foreign exchange would be, there 
were few to prophesy. 

In other words, Wall street felt the need of strong leadership and 
clear thinking. No authoritative voice is heard that can give a logical 
account of what fs taking place and what is likely to happen. In one 
quarter the federal reserve board is bitterly blamed for causing tight 
money. In another the administration and congress are scolded for 
getting us into a difficult foreign situation. One man thinks the run- 
down condition of the railroads, which are unable to move goods to 
market, is primarily responsible for high prices and high money—for- 
getting that factories are working to the full, that exports have been 
moving out in e¢normous value, and that if railway congestion were 
primarily responsible for the present situation, prices of cerjain raw 
materials would tend to decline because they could not be sold and 
worked up into finished products. 

Feeling of Calmer Minds. 

Calmer minds in the banking and financial world, however, are re- 
fusing to lose their way in the woods. They look further than the 
movement of prices on today’s market, and say that we are experienc: 
‘ing merely a painful readjustment. According to these people, events 
-of the day are merely a phase, a painful phase, of “the deflation” of 
the war-time conditions. Not much has yet occurred of a tangible 
‘form to show that bank loans are being reduced or that prices are 
coming down, but these events are regarded as being as certain as any- 
thing can be in these unsettled times. 

Specifically, the events of the day included a continuous decline 
i. the stock exchange, with motor, steel and other industrial shares 
‘losing several points, while the foreign exchanges sank to new low 
‘levels. Sterling, after opening at $3.39 (a loss of 4 cents from yes- 
'terday) declined to $3.33 1-2, which was one of the severest declines 
‘ever compressed into the compass of a single day. There is a wide- 
spread feeling in Wall street that something of a definite nature is 
sure before long to develop from these unprecedented conditions,

Gold to South America. 

A total of some $10,000,000 gold will be.w#ent to South America by 
| American bankers. Argentina, it is reported, will receive the bulk of 
| the shipments. Argentine exchange is slightly against New York, thus 
| permitting gold exports. Last year more than $56,000,000 of American 
gold went to Argentina. This constant and heavy drain on our gold 
supplies, which falls on the federal reserve banks, is regarded as one 
of the most serious factors in the American money situation. We are 
in the position of paying our debts in gold, but receiving payment 
largely in paper promises. Bankers point out the impossibility of our 
demanding gold from Europe, as suggested by Secretary Glass in a 
recent letter. 

The Anaconda Copper company, according to the production figures 
for the month of January, made public today, is taking advantage of 
the high price of silver, and is speeding up its operations. The figures 
show that the output of copper for the month was the largest since 
December, 1918, just following the signing of the armistice. This in- 
| crease in production at this time serves a double purpose for the com- 

pany. With the increased output of copper the company is able to 
supply some of the demand for the red metal at this time, and as silver 
is produced from the same ore that copper is mined from the company, 
also reaps an additional profit from the high price of the white metal. 
_ Silver in London today sold at the highest price on record, and as 
_ Anaconda produces more silver than any other company in this country, 
| this will sooner or later reflect in the earnings of the company.

Floyd Man Proposes Refer-| 


endum on Federal Consti- 
tution Amendments. 


Representative John W. Bale, of 
Floyd county, has drawn an amend- 
ment to the state constitution, pro- 
viding for a referendum to the vot- 
ers of the state of all amendments 
proposed by congress to the United 
States constitution. He will intro- 
duce this amendment in the house 
on the first day of the session next 
summer, he declared yesterday.

CARGO OF WHISKY, 
VALUED AT $4,800,000, 
SEIZED ON VESSEL 


New York, February 3.—The Black 
Star steamship Yarmouth, which 
sailed tor Havana last month with a 
$4,800,000 cargo of whisky only to 
put back here for repairs, was 
seized by the government late to- 
day. Supervising Federal Prohibi- 
tion Inspector Shevlin formally noti- 
fied the captain that the vessel 
could not depart and announced that 
tomorrow he would begin unloading 
the liquor for storage in bonded 
warehouses. 

Counsel for the owners, a cor- 
poration composed of negroes, an- 
nounced that he would apply to the 
federal court for an injunction re- 
straining Shevlin from interfering 
with the ship or its cargo. A guard 
of fifteen prohibition agents has 
been on board since workmen re- 
cently were discovered trying to 
make off from the ship in a smailil 
boat with 56 bottles of whisky. 

Captain Cockburn, the negro mas- 
ter of the Yarmouth, appeared be- 
fore Shevlin today to explain how 
fourteen cases of whisky got from 
the vessel’s hold to an upper deck 
under a large tarpaulin, where pro- 
hibition agents found it. He said 
it had been moved so that a pas- 
senger’s baggage might be unloaded. 
When the ship sprang a leak off the 
New Jersey coast, after it sailed a 
few hours before prohibition went 
into effect, the captain said, 500 
ceases of whisky were thrown over- 
board to right a heavy starboard 
list. He said he came back to New 
York instead of making for Norfolk, 
as he preferred the northern port.

Washir-‘.n, February 3.—With 
Lconcluding arguments presented be- 
fore the coal strike settlement com- 
mission today by spokesmen for the 
operators and mine workers in the 
central competitive field, the fate 
of the reiterated demands of the 
workers for a 60 per cent increase 
in wages and a thifty-hour week

Summing up the poSition of the 
operators, Ralph Crews, attorney, 
told the commission that from all 
the evidence submitted, “it was ap- 
parent that what the miners needed 
to improve their eOndition was not 
an increased zase scale, but a 
gerater disposition to work when 
the opportunity to work is given 
them.”
